he said. “ We were

would not work for agriculture. We

^ | l n 19 13 the Federal Reserve Act was 
p assed to p rohibit such a hap p ening 
again. Neither was it

in 
the beginning. At tirst it didn’t meet 
our needs. To date it has been

mended sixteen times. It is

Hut now comes the 
Hoosicr Stale Automobile associa- 
tion, a purely non-partisan organi- 
zation supported by and devoted to 
the interests of the automobile own- 
ers, with a complaint that backs up 
the democratic state chairman. This 
association contends that the state 
is not within its rights to use money 
paid in by auto owners for their own 
protection to pay off debts created 
by the use of money for all the peo- 
ple uf the state. 


As pointed out by this associa- 


tion, the certilk-ate »f title law was 
passed in response lo (lie request 
that this measure be enacted to pro- 
tect aulombile owners against wide- 
spread theft. The law provides that 
the balance in the auto theft 
fund', 


which is derived from the sale of 
ocrtiticates of title, at the end of the 
year shall be carried into the next 
year for the uses for which it was 
intended and shall not revert to the 
general iuiid. 


"It is poor grace indeed,'' says 


a statement from the auto associa- 
tion, "for the state of Indiana 
to 


take from the motoring public 
its 


own fund of ;j4%,UUO paid in by its 
own motorists for their own protec- 
tion. " Mr. Peters charged the sum 
taken from the auto theft fund

inounted to $491,710.72. Judged from

tion.' The legislature's appropriation \ 


for state motor police was 
quate, it ig claimed. 
' If it was the intention of the 
certificate of title 
law, to create 


funds for the protection -of motor- 
ist, certainly the motorists are en- 
titled to all the protection they pay 
for. It has been 'shown that they 
arc not receiving it, but instead 'arc 
contributing money for the support 
of the state government. The money 
in the auto theft fund could well lie 
used as the state motor police de- 
partment is far too small to ; cope 
with thefts of automobiles and ac- 
cessories and the law is prac.flcally 
lieing nullified, due to the action of 
state officials in juggling iinanees. 


It behooves the motorists of the 


state lo raly to the support of the 
state association and demand that 
state 'to rally to the support of the 
ilaiu, by amendment, that what has 
lappened may not take place again. 
.i there is no disposition to give the 
autombile'owners the benefit of the 
noney they pay for protection, the 
aw should be wiped out ill the iiitcr- 
•st of fairness a.nd decency.
